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Stabilization of the construction labor 
situation moved a long way forward this 
week when striking carpenters, operat- 
ing engineers, plasterers, and laborers 
went back to work on five federal con- 
struction projects in the Pittsburgh area. 

Last week’s strike on these jobs rep- 
resented the first clear-cut defiance of a 
ruling by the WPB board of review, 
which administers the year-old construc- 
tion stabilization agreement. And _ ter- 
mination of the strike after dispatch of 
a strong telegram over Donald Nelson’s 
signature indicates that the agreement 
has real teeth in it. 

The Pittsburgh dispute had its incep- 
tion last December when collective bar- 
gaining negotiations resulted in a 25 
cents an hour increase for the carpen- 
ters, cement finishers, and engineers and 
10 cents for the laborers. These rates 
were to become effective June 1. On that 
date five major federal projects were 
underway: The Defense Plant Corp. had 
two steel mill projects for Carnegie- 
Illinois. The Navy had three projects— 
shipyards being built for Dravo Corp. 
and American Bridge Co., and a manu- 
facturing plant for Kerotest Co. 

Late in June, the unions demanded 
that the new rates apply to these federal 
jobs. When this was refused on the 
grounds that the stabilization agreement 
provides that rates in effect at the begin- 
ning of a federal job shall continue until 
itis completed or a year has passed, the 
unions went on strike briefly. 

The June strike was called off to per- 
mit adjudication of the dispute by the 
Board of Review. In a decision announced 
last week, the board held that the old 
rates must continue until the jobs are 
finished; the first is due to be completed 
in October, the last in April. 

The unions, however, refused to accept 
the decision, and a second stoppage oc- 
curred. Thereupon, the unions were 
warned that unless the men went back 
to work, “drastic steps” would be taken.

Stabilization of construction labor situation seen ad-

No public intimation was given as to 
what the “drastic steps” would have 
been, though the union leaders doubtless 
had a pretty good idea. In a similar situa- 
tion in the last war, President Wilson 
threatened to bar strikers from all future 
employment on war jobs. General belief in 
Washington is that any measure that be- 
came necessary would have received the 
support of other trades in the Building 
Trades Department. 

With the construction labor situation 
thus pretty well under control (ENR, 
July 15, p. 53), the chief threat to sta- 
bility in the industry appears to be the 
generally inflationary trend of the econ- 
omy. as a whole. The long-awaited Little 
Steel decision, in which the War Labor 
Board granted steel workers a 44 cent a 
day increase, seems sure to initiate a 
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wave of new increases. Obviously, the 
new WLB policy of maintaining the 
“real” wage level of January, 1941, pre- 
sents no barrier to inflation, since each 
increase in prices necessarily must be 
reflected in further wage increases, 

Unless the President takes consider- 
ably more action on prices than appeared 
likely early this week, it seems doubtful 
that the relatively stable construction 
arrangements can be maintained indef- 
initely in the face of rising prices and a 
rising general wage level. 


Loans made available 
to engineering students 


Engineering students who are within 
two years of graduation are now eligible 
for federal loans up to $500 a year to 
assist them to complete courses. Loans, 
which are to be applied for through the 
college or university attended, bear 214 
percent interest and will be cancelled 
should the student be drafted, disabled, 
or die. 

In return, students must agree to take, 
for the duration of the war, any job 
assigned to them by Paul McNutt’s War 
Manpower Commission.

Swollen by heavy rains that caused 
two dam breaks, the upper Alleghany 
River broke over its banks last week, 
spreading devastation in three north- 
central Pennsylvania counties and in 


southern New York State. 
At least ten persons were known to be 
dead, and damage to highways, railroad 


trackage, factory property and farm- 
lands was uncounted at mid-week.

{bandonment of the Higgins shipyard

By and large, 
the new war plants are proving more 
productive than was originally antici- 
pated—and this includes shipyards, 
Objective of the shipbuilding — pro- 
yam is a 20,000,000-ton capacity next 
vear, Including the Higgins yard, ship- 
yards in production or under construc- 
‘ion will have a capacity of more than 
95,000,000 tons. This is a somewhat un- 
expected development. When the pro- 
vram was first planned a year ago, it 
was assumed that a production rate of six 
months from keel-laying to delivery 
could be maintained, ‘This rate was soon 
exceeded, 

In the Jast few months indeed produc- 

tion has speeded considerably, from an 
average for all yards of about 135 days 
from keel laying to delivery) to an aver- 
age of 105. And it is almost certain that 
this rate will be cut further. Some  in- 
dividual yards have managed to build a 
ship in 46 days, and some are talking 
about a thirty-day clip. 

Such a production rate means that 
there isn’t going to be enough steel plate 
available to keep all these yards busy. 
Rather than waste material and money 
on yards which probably will stand 
partly idle for lack of steel, the Maritime 
Commission is scaling down its program. 

The Higgins yard was picked for the 
axe because gt is the farthest from com- 
pletion of ut of the new yards that are 
big enough to make a difference. Work 
completed so far consists mostly of 
dredging and pile driving, and it is not 
believed that the yard could be in sub- 
stantial production of ships until early 
next year. 

The Higgins yard, if it had been built, 
would have been the largest in the 
country. Original cost estimates of $26,- 
000,000 have been scaled up, by con- 
struction difficulties and changes in plan 
to some $60,000,000. It was scheduled to 
have a capacity of 200 ships a year. The 
yard was to have been based on a novel 
“assembly line” technique of shipbuild- 
ing. Details of the proposed method have 
heen shrouded in military secrecy. It is 
understood however that the conven- 
tional method of laying down a keel in a 
shipway and building a ship around it 
would be abandoned. Instead ships were 
to be lined up, one behind another, on 
a long “shipway,” hoisted along from 
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station to station by large cranes as each 
operation is completed. As soon as the 
hull was in shape to float, it would be 
transferred to a narrow canal, along 
which it moves as further operations are 
carried out, The canal, it is understood, 
would require several locks. 

Abandonment of the Higgins project 
has aroused great local protest in Lou-

Utilize WPA to speed war 
public works program 


WPA field offices in every state will 
receive applications for war public works 
projects in a move to assist the prose 
cution of the program, according to 
Brig. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, Federal 
Works Administrator. 

Use of the field offices will bring local 
communities closer to the war effort of 
the FWA, General Fleming said. by mak- 
ing it more convenient for local public 
officials who previously have had to trans- 
act business with widely scattered re- 
gional FWA offices. Under the new plan 
projects will pass from WPA offices to 
regional boards, and thus should be in 
good shape for final action when they 
reach Washington. The service is a fur- 
ther extension of plans to decentralize

Application of “Diagrid'’ construction tech- 
nique made possible by recent developments 
in electrical arc-welding has cut steel require- 
ments 30 percent in erection of a new Ilabora- 
tory for the Westinghouse Electric Co. 

To save time and expense of moving val- 
wable experimental apparatus to another loca- 
tion during construction, framework for the 
new building was erected around the frame 
structure it replaces. Laboratory work con-

tinued during all of the various construction 
operations. 

The “Diagrid'' technique, described in 
Engineering News-Record May 25, 1939 p. 721 
and Jan. 1, 1942 p. 16, utilizes a serics of 
diagonal steel beams, welded into a diamond- 
grid pattern to form a continuous rigid frame- 
work.

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Lincoln Tunnel work 
falls behind schedule 


Problems of obtaining needed mate- 
rials, principally steel shapes, have 
slowed construction of the north tube of 
the Lincoln Tunnel in New York City 
by about four months. The south tube, 
carrying traffic in two directions, was 
opened in 1937. For a description of the 
dedication and opening of the first tube 
(see ENR, Dec. 7, 1937, page 1040). 

When work was resumed on the tube 
in April, 1941, the schedule provided for 
opening to traffic within two years. Cur- 
rent estimates are that the bore will be 
opened formally on or about Labor Day, 
1943. 

The Port of New York Authority said 
that the last steel shapes and plates re- 
quired are to be rolled this month. All 
other priority problems have been solved, 
with the exception of those relating to 
needed copper cables. 

The Authority pointed out that its 
revenues will not decline because of the 
delay in completion of the second tunnel 
connecting New York City with Wee- 
hawken, N. J. Work was resumed on the 
north tunnel about four years ago. How- 
ever, since gas rationing was introduced 
and the rubber crisis arose. traffic in the 
south tube has tended to recede and no 
need is seen take extraordinary 
measures to the new tunnel to 
completion.

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Pennsylvania reports on 
1941 highway work 


The Pennsylvania Department of High- 
ways improved 2.190 miles of road on 
the state highway system during the 
fiscal year ended May 31, according to 
a recent survey. 

During the past three fiscal years de- 
partment records showed 6,539 miles of 
road improved as compared with 5,305 
miles in the previous four years. The 
increase in mileage of,road improvements 
completed in the last fiscal year was ac- 
complished largely through construction 
finished under contract and also by the 
department’s own forces. 

There were 691 miles of new construc- 
tion finished last fiscal year, as com- 
pared with 214 in the previous twelve 
months. Also completed were 469 miles 
of reconstruction, and 252 miles of re- 
surfacing. reclamation and widening. 


States study effect of 
PRA material control 


Just how the extension of the Public 
Roads Administration’s control over the 
use of bituminous material (ENR, July 
9. p. 68) to most of the Midwest will 
affect road programs was a cause for 
serious study last week by state highway 
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department officials of states newly in- 
cluded in the control area. 

Representatives of the highway depart. 
ments of Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Michigan met last week at Chicago to 
discuss the matter with J. T. Voshell, dis 
trict engineer for the PRA. The group 
discussed methods of procedure to obtain 
PRA certification for materials on needed 
roads. ah 

Several major Wisconsin highway proj- 
ects may have to be abondoned because 
of the restrictions on the use of materials, 
William E. O’Brien, chairman of the state 
highway commission said. In the city 
of Milwaukee itself, at least one major 
street repair job will have to be aban- 
doned, city officials believe, and county 
officials at Milwaukee they too were short 
owing to a policy of keeping only small 
stocks on hand and depending on freight 
car deliveries for immediate use ‘of mate- 
rials. 

Interruption of a large part of the Ohio 
state highway department’s current $4.- 
000,000 program of road resurfacing was 
foreseen in the order. The Ohio depart- 
ment had contemplated its most extensive 
program of resurfacing in its history, to 
involve 587 miles of road. 

The Pennsylvania highway department 
announced it had been assured of only a 
quarter of the materials it would require 
to carry out necessary maintenance and 
repair work for more than 35,000 miles 
of improved road in the system. The 
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' were estimated at about 
ee 000 gallons of tar and asphalt. So 
ie department has received slightly 
a than 2,000,000 gallons and has ob- 
we certificates of necessity for only 
5,460,000 gallons in addition. 

‘The North Carolina state highway com- 
ission said it had been alloted an addi- 
‘aa 700,000 gallons of asphalt for 
patching and retreating highways, having 
already used up its original allotment of 
1 300,000 gallons. The state had planned 
wp use 15,000,000 gallons during the year. 


Rail salvage tangle 
knots southern project 


Despite the war and the WPB, the city 
of Charlotte, N. C., will take its own 
ime and its own methods in salvaging 
«me 2,000 tons of steel street car rails 
juried under its streets, it became appa- 
vent last week. 

The city, with WPB approval, plans to 
ulvage the rails as part of the nation’s 
jive for scrap steel. However, when 
George Robertson, director of special 
orojects of the salvage section for the 
War Production Board, appeared in 
Charlotte last week to ask immediate 
action, it developed that, first, no one 
knew exactly who owns the tracks; sec- 
ond, that since the track crosses seven 
state highways, state approval will have 
to be granted; and, third, that since the 
WPB offer to remove the rails by WPA 
labor included only removing the tracks. 
n one had decided what to do about 
cross-ties which would be left in the 
pavement. 

City Manager Flack said the munici- 
vality is anxious to donate the rails. but 
will take its own time and its own method 
to do the job.

Despite its remoteness from the coun- 
try’s borders, Kansas City, Mo., has lost 
no time in setting up a civilian defense 
organization. an important element of 
which is a public works division, staffed 
both by city public works department em- 
ployees and by representatives of key in- 
dustries. Avoiding any concern with the 
so-called prevention phases of civilian 
defense, this public works division will 
confine its work to the strictly clean-up 
activities after a disaster occurs. How it 
is set up to cope with this assignment is 
shown in the accompanying chart. 

Policy making is in the hands of an 
advisory committee composed of city 
officials and officers of key industries in 
the city. while direction of the division is 
entrusted to an administrative group com- 
posed of four commissioners, one of whom 
is the city director of public works, 
Arthur C. Everham. Each of the commis- 
sioners is of equal authority, the theory 
being that one will thus always be avail- 
able immediately, to take charge until an 
incident is disposed of. 

All of the subordinate groups are 
staffed or headed by regular employees 
of the city public works department. To 
keep the necessary records of personnel, 
purchases, etc., it was decided to use regu- 
lar public works employees so that they 
would be subject to direct line of author- 
ity. The same theory was applied to the 
selection of administrative assistants and 
to the chiefs of the eleven special sec- 
tions. The past experience and regular 
work of these section heads also fit them 
for the jobs assigned to them. The others 
of the special section personnel are repre- 
sentatives of various phases of private 
industry. and are likewise experienced. 
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Selective service listing 
seen aid to industry 


Inclusion of most types of construc- 
tion on the list of industries recognized 
by the Selective Service Board as essen- 
tial to the war effort will aid construction 
contractors and engineers in holding 
their staffs together. It affects two situa- 
tions. Men occupying “critical occupa- 
tions” in construction are likely to get 
occupational deferment, regardless of 
whether they have dependents. A “criti- 
cal occupation” is one that requires a 
degree of skill or training and in which 
the man cannot be replaced because 
there is a shortage of men with the 
required skill. 

Men in non-critical construction oc- 
cupations are not entitled to occupa- 
tional deferment. But they will be called 
after men with the same marital status 
but who are in non-essential industries. 
Thus a married construction man with 
no children would be called later than 
a married soda dispenser with no chil- 
dren. 

The types of construction considered 
essential are: Highway and streets; ma- 
rine work; and operations concerned 
with the erection of approved industrial 
plants, houses, hospitals, and military 
projects and repair of such facilities. 


Complete 6,368 federal-aid 
highways in 1942 


Despite wartime restrictions, 6,368 
miles of federal-aid highway projects 
were completed during the fiscal year 
as of May 3lst. according to the Pub- 
lic Roads Administration.

Survey shows industrial 
construction uptrend 


New industrial construction, needed to 
meet requirements of the national war 
program, is the leading factor in a 
marked improvement in real estate con- 
ditions over 1941, according to a report 
released last week by the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards. 

Of 301 cities surveyed in various parts 
of the country, 59 percent reported some 
new industrial construction during the 
year, While in the areas definitely desig- 
nated as defense zones, 67 percent of 
the cities reported new industrial build- 
ing activity. 

The report made no prediction as to 
how long this trend might be expected 
to continue, in view of the recent War 
Production Board orders curtailing new 
plant construction (ENR, June 4, p. 
896). 

Tallying very closely with Engineering 
News-Record’s construction trends report 
scheduled to appear in the issue of July 
30, the report said that Northwestern 
States—including Washington, Oregon, 
Montana, Idaho and Wyoming—led in 
distribution of industrial construction 
work. In this area, 75 percent of report- 
ing cities noted new building or plant 
additions. 

The Great Lakes region—including 
Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and 
Kentucky—was second in volume, with 
74 percent of its cities reporting new 
work of this character. 

In the Southeast region, additional in- 
dustrial construction was reported in 64 
percent of the cities—in the Central 
Atlantic and North Central regions, 57 
percent—in New England, 47 percent, 
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and in the South Central region, 46 
percent. 

The survey calls attention to the fact 
that the larger the city, the greater ap- 
parently is the opportunity for new con- 
struction. New building of this type was 
found in 78 percent of the cities exceed- 
ing 500,000 population; in 74 percent 
of the cities in the 100,000 to 500,000 
population range; in 65 percent of those 
from 25,000 to 100,000, and in 40 percent 
of the cities, with population of less than 
25,000. 


Survey of Jacksonville, 
Fla., water system 


A complete survey to determine ade- 
quacy of the Jacksonville, Fla., city 
water system with an eye toward the 
possibility of supplying the city with 
soft water, started last week under di- 
rection of Charles H. Pohl, New York 
consulting engineer. 

Utilities Commissioner George A. 
Pierce of Jacksonville-said results of the 
survey would determine whether the 
city must plan on enlarging present sup- 
ply and distribution system, and would 
also be used as the basis for future plans 
to obtain such an enlarged supply. 

Mr. Pohl, president of the consulting 
firm of Bogart and Pohl of New York, 
will be associated in the survey with 
Burns and Roe, Inc., which holds a con- 
tract with the city for the work. Cost of 
the work is not to exceed $10,000. Well 
known as a consultant, Mr. Pohl was con- 
nected with the design and construction 
of the New York State Barge Canal. 
survey work on the Great Lakes, among 
many other jobs. 
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New type construction 
reported on air plant 


Utilizing what was said to be a new 
method of construction, known as “War- 
speed”—the Wright Aeronautical Co. last 
week announced construction of a new 
plant was under way “somewhere in 
New Jersey.” 

Although details of construction were 
said to be restricted by military neces- 
sity, the aircraft engine manufacturing 
company said the new building is being 
built “from the roof down,” with floors 
and walls being the final units to be 
finished. The building is to be a single 
story structure, with reinforced concrete 
columns and roof, but unreinforced floors. 
The construction method was worked out 
by company engineers and Albert Kahn, 
widely-known war plant architect. Use of 
this method is expected to save $500,000 
in construction costs, and saving of 
enough steel to build a cruiser. 

Myron B. Gordon, vice president and 
general manager of the company, said 
the same method is being used in expand- 
ing his organization’s western plants. 


Army studies plans for 
Anacostia River bridge 


Plans for a proposed $3,500,000 bridge 
over the Anacostia River at South Capi- 
tol street in Washington, D. C., are under 
consideration of the Army’s Corps of 
Engineers, after public hearings last 
week. 

Originally proposed before Dec. 7, the 
bridge is now considered to be a post- 
war project. An appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 is available to start construction, but 
current materials scarcities are such that 
immediate construction apparently is not 
possible. 

The bridge would be a seven-span high- 
way structure with two swing drawspans, 
with 150-ft. openings providing a 45-ft. 
clearance at mean high tide. Piers would 
be stone and superstructure would be 
steel. 


Seattle discusses plans 
for new street viaduct 


The city council of Seattle, Wash., 
met in special sessions last week to dis- 
cuss problems connected with planned 
construction of a new viaduct over Spo- 
kane Street, in the city’s heart, to help 
relieve traffic congestion. 

As preliminary to the viaduct work, 
the city already set aside $105,000 to pay 
for tearing up car tracks, remove brick 
pavement and resurface Spokane Street 
between Atlantic Street and Denny Way.

The batts used for insulation were laid in between the cross 
headers of the ceiling panel and fastened there by being 
nailed in place with Bostich stapling hammers. 


Completed floor sections were moved alorg a roller con- 
veyor by hand toward a gravity conveyor to the stock piles.

After the work was started, it was 
found that the bathtubs on order could 
not be obtained because materials had 
heen diverted to war work. Plans were 
changed slightly and bathtubs were 
made on the job by using a rectangular 
design in which lightweight concrete was 
ysed for the supporting frame, and the 
surfaces exposed to water were all fin- 
ished with standard glazed tile. Thus 
no critical materials were used other 
than a relatively small amount of wire 
mesh for reinforcing. 

The general contract held by Robert 
McCarthy of San Francisco amounted to 
about $2,000,000. The fabricating mill 
was designed and constructed with the 
purpose of operating it after the com- 
pletion of this particular job to supply 
prefabricated units for other housing 
projects. 

General features of the project and the 
design of houses were developed by 
Franklin & Kump and William Wilson 
Wurster. associated architects. 
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In the panel assembly (above), a Laucks glue gun was used 
to apply the adhesive to frame and cross headers before the 
plywood was put on. 


The conveyor (at top left) was made long enough so that 
by the time the panels reached the end of the line, the 
paint was dry enough to be handled. 


At the end of the paint conveyor (lower left), panels were 
laid on a gravity conveyor to roll out to the stock pile.

Emp.oyees of the engineering branch 
of the Office of Indian Affairs have moved 
to new offices in the Merchandise Mart, 
Chicago, Ill., as a part of a long time 
program of moving some governmental 
offices away from over-crowded Wash- 
ington, D. C.

engineers and constructors throughout the nation are advancing new production 
ideas, new methods of doing their jobs, finding new sources and uses for critica] 
materials. Some of the results last week were: 


The U. S. Maritime Commission re- 
leased a report highly praising America’s 
answer to the submarine menace—the 
Liberty Ship—publishing performance 
records to show that in efficiency and 
economy of operation the ship has more 
than justified authorizations already 
made to build nearly 1,600 by the end 
of 1943. 

More than 150 had been put in service 
by July 1. The first was the Patrick 
Henry, delivered Dec. 31, 1941. On a re- 
cent voyage, the ship steamed a distance 
of 7,633 miles at an average speed of 11.6 
knots. For most of the trip she carried 
a useful load of 11,028 long tons, and 
after a stopover a useful load of 10,898 
long tons. Oil consumption amounted to 
193 and 194 barrels per day, respectively. 
The pounds of oil burned, per useful 
load ton mile, was an even 0.022. 

For comparison, the . Commission 
checked the logs of two ships built at 
Hog Island in 1920, which showed a 
consumption of 0.033 lb. of oil per useful 
load ton mile. 

“Conclusively,” the Commission re- 
ports, “the Patrick Henry is a better 
ship. With a cargo capacity greater by 
1,400 to 3,500 useful load tons than her 
predecessors, she attains a speed from 
one to three knots faster under com- 
parable sea and weather conditions. As 
a fuel-saver, she also’ shows a marked 
superiority. 


The largest individual contribution to 
the scrap metal drive in the New York 
area was made recently by the New York 
Central Railroad, which presented the 
industrial conservation bureau of WPB 
with four bridges, weighing a total of 
2.564,000 lb. The bridges spanned water- 
ways no longer crossed by the railroad. 

In Little Rock, Ark., a 300-ft. steel 
bridge across the Ouachita River, already 
earmarked for the war effort, recently 
was blown from its foundations by a 
demolition squad of Army Engineers in 
a practice exercise. Donated by a lumber 
company that used the bridge for a log- 
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ging tram, the structure has long beep 
unused. 


The search for strategic minerals and 
other materials needed for the war effort 
continued apace, with the announcement 
that the U. S. Bureau of Mines is making 
an extensive survey of potential helium 
gas areas in the Texas Panhandle and 
other parts of the state. Additionally, 
plans are being made for the construc. 
tion of a helium producing plant in 
Texas at an estimated cost of not less 
than $4,000,000. 

The North Carolina Highway and Pub. 
lic Works Commission, continuing its 
scrap rubber drive, reported 308,000 
pounds gathered from its shops through- 
out the state. 


Moving toward breaking a bottleneck 
of serious concern to waterworks and 
sewage disposal plant operators, as well 
as to other industries, the Service of 
Supply of the U. S. Army last week an- 
nounced that the production of chlorine 
has been greatly stepped up in the past 
twelve months in both government and 
commercial plants. 


Educational activities to train technical 
assistants for war-time emergencies also 
went forward last week, among develop- 
ments on this front, being the announce- 
ment that 99 men, drilled in the responsi- 
bilities of protecting plant facilities, have 
been graduated from a public safety 
service school conducted by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority at Knoxville. 
This was the second group so instructed 
at the TVA’s central school at Norris. 
The men are trained to coordinate their 
work with the Coast Guard and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. A third 
course for.100 men began on July 22. 

The Alabama State Highway Depart- 
ment said that about 550 persons have 
completed 12-week classes of intensive 
engineering training courses conducted 
in cooperation with the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute at Auburn. 
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survey shows general 
gasoline tax decline 


The accelerated decline in state gaso- 
line tax. revenues was visible last week 
in a state-by-state report on motor fuel 
tax receipts for the first five months of 
1942, compiled by the Federation of Tax 
dministrators. 

"Qn a national basis, May motor fuel 
x collections were 9 per cent under 
May, 1941, receipts; for the 17 eastern 
“rationed” states, gas tax yields fell 14 
per cent under May, 1941. 

That the decline is accelerating, espe- 
cially in rationed states, is indicated by 
june figures for 13 states—including 
four rationed states of Florida, Georgia, 
North Carolina and Virginia. Average 
drop in collections for the 13 states was 
15 per cent; average reduction for the 
four rationed states, 23 per cent. Taking 
collection figures for the 17 rationed 
sates alone, receipts for February, 
Mareh, April and May (all collection 
figures for one month represent taxes on 
sales of the preceding month) of this 
year—$106,000,000—were nearly $6,000,- 
000 under 1941 collections of $112,- 
000,000. Collections for four states 
reporting for June were more than 
2,000,000 below June, 1941. 


$90,000,000 loss seen 


While monthly declines in revenues 
may appear small in comparison to the 
record $965,000,000 of motor fuel taxes 
collected by the states in 1941, nearly 
$90,000,000 would be cut from this 
record total if the national average de- 
cline should be 9 per cent for the year. 
The decline is more striking if the 
national averages for January and Feb- 
ruary, 1942, are compared with averages 
for the same months of 1941. January 
collections were up 16 per cent, and Feb- 
ruary collections up 8 per cent, from 
averages of January and February, 1941. 
However, by March, the turning point 
for motor fuel tax collections, a decline 
of 2 per cent from the 1941 level was 
reported; by April the decrease 
amounted to 4 per cent and in May re- 
ceipts were 9 per cent lower than in 
May, 1941. 

This condition, the federation said, 
may help to explain why state tax 
oficials were hesitant during the first 
two or three months of the year to budget 
anticipated motor fuel and other tax 
revenues that might be affected to a 
great degree by wartime conditions. 

As yet, according to the survey, none 
of the states reporting had under con- 
sideration specific legislation designed 
to replace declining motor fuel tax re- 
ceipts with other forms of tax revenue. 
Up to the present, decreases have been 
paralleled by curtailment of new con- 
struction under War Production Board 
orders. 


Report sharp traffic drop 
on New York bridges 


Traffic on the five bridges operated in 
New York City by the Triborough Bridge 
Authority dropped 25 percent in the 
first six months of 1942, as compared to 
the same period in 1941, it was pointed 
out in a recent half-yearly report by the 
authority. However, it was noted that 
present rate of earnings is sufficient to 
meet all obligations, including interest 
and amortization of outstanding bonds. 

The authority operates the Bronx- 
Whitestone, Triborough, Henry Hudson, 
Cross Bay Parkway and Marine Park- 
way bridges. 

During the first six months of 1942, 
average monthly toll traffic over the 
five structures was 2,180,000 vehicles, 
yielding an average monthly income of 
about $400,000, and a yearly revenue of 
$2,391,422. 


Houston plans dam, canals 
for industrial water 


Officials of the San Jacinto River Con- 
servation and Reclamation District at 
Houston, Texas, reported last week that 
work will start Aug. 10 on a $5,750,000 
project to provide more water for indus- 
tries along the Houston Ship Channel. 

The district has $200,000 on hand 
with which to begin operations, and has 
asked for an FWA grant of $2,000,000 
and a loan of $3,000,000 to be repaid 
out of water revenues. 

C. R. Scott of Houston, district secre- 
tary, said the district has been assured 
of approval of the loan and grant. 

Contemplated is construction of an 
earth dam on the San Jacinto 25 miles 
northeast of Houston to store 100,000,- 
000 gal. of water and a system of canals 
to carry the stored water to the ship 
channel. 


Eastern Kentucky suffers 
heavy flood damage 


Rainstorms that centered over Letcher 
and Perry Counties, Ky., last week caused 
floods in the eastern section of the state, 
damaging highways, railroad installa- 
tions, small homes and buildings, and 
caused several deaths. Rainfall at Jen- 
kins was measured at 3.75 in., and at 
Hazard 2.38 in., within 24 hours. Por- 
tions of Knott, Harlan, Pike and Floyd 
Counties also were affected. 

Main tracks of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad’s eastern Kentucky division 
between Winchester and McRoberts were 
blocked by a house washed across them, 
and slag blocked other portions of the 
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track. Bus service between Hazard and 
Jenkins, Lexington and Hindman was 
halted because of water over roadways, 
and considerable damage was done to 
property of the Consolidation Coal Co. 
at McRoberts. 

Several main highways were blockea 
for hours by landslides and water on the 
roadways, and the State Highway De- 
partment at Frankford issued warnings 
for motorists to exercise extreme care in 
driving in that section of the state. 


Army organizes Engineer 
Amphibian Command 


U. S. Army officers recently began en- 
listments for a newly formed command 
—the Engineering Amphibian Command 
—which may have duties of landing 
troops and preparing facilities at the 
port of landing. 

Eligible to enlist are men between the 
ages of 18 and 52 who have executive 
ability, experienced in command for the 
technical knowledge, to enable a candi- 
date to take charge of, or command, re- 
pair units in one of the maintenance regi- 
ments, or to pilot and lead boat groups 
and instruct others in boat handling and 
maintenance of boat units. 


Diversion of Pan-American 
road work to mines urged 


Diversion of the Mexican government’s 
efforts to complete sections of the Pan- 
American Highway in the southern part 
of that country to construction of vital 
communications for mining areas, has 
been urged by the Mining Chamber of 
Mexico. 

While admitting the strategic import- 
ance of the highway and other roads 
being built by the Ministry of Communi- 
cations and Public Works, the chamber 
pointed out that roads for mining zones 
are imperative to insure swift deliveries 
of badly-needed zinc, copper, lead, and 
other metals. 


New England Water Works 
group to meet at Boston 


In compliance with requests of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, the 
annual convention of the New England 
Water Works Association, previously 
scheduled to be held at Poland Springs, 
Maine, has been cancelled, and will be 
held at Boston, Mass., Sept. 15 and 16.

\ vivid picture of the destruction 
and disruption to a city’s water supply 
resulting from air raid bombing, and 
how the damage can be repaired in a 
minimum of working time is conveyed 
by a table model of three wrecked city 
blocks prepared by the Chicago depart 
ment of public works. The model was 
on display at the recent convention of 
the American Water Works Association ir 
Chicago. 

Three city blocks extending along a 
boulevard are shown in scale detail 
Shown are results of bomb explosions on 
vulnerable points of the water system 
Placing of the equipment and personne! 
indicates how the repair organization 
in the bureau of engineering has pre- 
pared itself to cope with such emer 
gencies. 

It is assumed that three bombs have 
been dropped, each striking and wreck- 
ing vital parts of the water supply; two 
have blown large holes in the boulevard 
and one has struck and partially de- 
molished a pumping station. A nearby 
six-story apartment building is damaged 
and a four-story flat building almost d« 
molished. The church at one end of the 
block has remained unscathed. 
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A gas bomb also has exploded on one 
corner of the pumping station property 
and a decontamination squad, with suit- 
able equipment, is on the job neutralizing 
and mopping up the poison gas. The 
chlorine sterilizing squad has arrived 
with a portable emergency chlorinator 
and the chlorination of waier mains has 
started. A truck loaded with chlorine 
cylinders stands nearby. 

The two bombs striking the street have 
shattered water mains, a sewer, tele- 
phone and electric conduits and a gas 
line. Water line maintenance crews with 
equipment are at work, and they have 
installed a bypass main around one of the 
craters, cleaned out the debris and are 
ready to make permanent repairs. The 
repair gangs are carrying away the wreck- 
age from the pumping station and are 
starting to repair the steam-driven cen- 
trifugal pump, which is badly damaged. 

The model conveys the impression that 
the situation is well in hand by the men 
who have been organized for the sole 
duty of maintaining the water supply at 
all times. The model was built by six 
members of the division of water works 
design, under the direction of O. B. Car- 
lisle, engineer of waterworks design. En- 
gineers working on the model include 
Paul Reckow, Fred Ayres, Harry Suss- 
man, Paul Labus. D. E. Kennedy and Mil- 
ton Schuham.

ENGINEERING CONSTRUCTION volume for 
the wéek, $148,171,000, is 15 percent be- 
low the total for the preceding week, 
and 28 percent under the volume for 
the corresponding 1941 week. 

Private engineering construction 
climbs 42 percent above a week ago, 
but is 28 percent under a year ago. 
Public work is 18 and 28 percent lower, 
respectively, than last week and last 
year. 

The current week’s construction 
brings the 1942 volume to $5,847,020,000, 
an increase of 61 percent over the total 
for the 30-week period in 1941. Private 
work, $388,560,000, is 52 percent be- 
low the period last year, but public 
construction, $5,458,460,000, is 94 per- 
cent higher than a year ago as a result 
of the 148 percent gain in féderal work. 

In the classified construction groups, 
gains over last week are reported in 
commercial building and_ large-scale 
private housing, and unclassified con- 
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struction. Increases over the 194] week 
are in streets and roads, and unclassj. 
fied construction, 

New capital for construction purposes 
for the week totals $1,692,261,000. This 
compares with $10,889,000 for the week 
last year. The current week’s new 
financing is made up of $1,685,122.000 
in federal appropriations for War De. 
partment construction, $6,660,000 in cor. 
porate security issues, and $479.000 in 
state and municipal bond sales. 

New construction financing for the 
year to date, $9,493,390,000, is 93 per- 
cent greater than the volume reported 
for the 30-week period a year ago.
